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gntroduction 


There have been thousands of games manufac- 
tured over the years from the early 1800s to the present. 
This book offers an overview of the continuing popu- 
larity of board games. In addition, over 1000 color pho- 
tographs of games and an estimate of their current 
market value will be offered for each. 

Games exist on many levels. Certainly as art in 
many cases, and as a reflection of our society in oth- 
ers. Games have been a focal point of family enter- 
tainment in many households, and with the advent of 
television, an extension of them in thousands more. It 
is no accident that a multitude of games were embla- 
zoned with the phrase “As Seen On TV.’ The fact that 
we could bring home a piece of what we saw on televi- 
sion allowed us to participate more fully in the total 
experience. We could match wits with game show hosts 
on their own turf (and maybe beat them at their own 
game), or continue our favorite space hero’s adven- 
tures long after they had disappeared from the T.V. 
screen. Most board games were designed to enable 
children to compete against mom and dad on an equal 
basis, and that inspired the kids with confidence, or at 
the very least, a competitive spirit. Games were even 
the center of many a feud between friends and family, 
usually over someone’s interpretation of the rules. Ev- 
erything managed to come out alright in the end, 
though. After all, you couldn’t alienate too many of your 
buddies because every kid had a game at their house 
you wanted to play! 

The games in this book were selected to be repre- 
sentative of as many board games as possible. Be- 
sides being fun to look at and reminisce, it is an invalu- 
able reference guide to the approximate values of the 
games. The time period covered is generally from the 
1940s to the 1970s, although a few will be from an 
earlier or later period. 


| have tried to divide the games into distinctly 
different categories; yet many games could easily 
fall into any of several categories and my place- 
ment of them is purely arbitrary. | have followed 
the evolution of a particular game through its cover 
art whenever | could, such as Milton Bradley's 
CHUTES AND LADDERS (showing the various 
covers from 1940 through the 1960s that reflect 
art styles or themes of the time) or shown varia- 
tions of the same game in different incarnations, 
such as Parker Brother’s ever popular MO- 
NOPOLY, on which there is a separate chapter. 
When possible | have tried to show the complete 
series of a theme of games, such as Hasbro’s mon- 
ster mystery games of the 1960s, or Milton 
Bradley's American Heritage series. In addition, 
there is a chapter on W. H. Schaper, the man who 
created the plastic COOTIES game and other vi- 
sually arresting diversions. 

Through ignorance or sheer lack of space, 
much has been left out. Everyday | discover more 
games that | never knew existed. Also, | am con- 
stantly finding other games | remember from my 
youth and the feeling, to me at least, is of discov- 
ering a long lost friend. The joy and happy times 
associated with the game come flowing back from 
long-deserted corridors of my memory, and | feel 
contented that the game is back in my safekeep- 
ing. Maybe that’s why people collect games; to 
remind them of the simpler, carefree times of their 
lives, Or as an escape from the stresses of our 
daily adult struggle to survive. Then again, maybe 
people just like to play them. 


Determining Values 


The values of games, as with most collectibles, 
is a very strange mixture. The condition, scarcity, 
physical location, aesthetics, emotion, current 
game market trends and pure economics all con- 
tribute. The value ranges given in this book are for 
games that are from Near Mint to Mint condition, 
meaning games that are complete and look as 
though they never have been used. The ranges 
reflect prices you could get in various geographic 
locations and in various situations, but are by no 
means set in stone. Games that are still sealed in 
their original plastic wrapping are often worth much 
more than stated, yet games that look good but 
are missing essential pieces may be worth far less. 
The values listed in this book are only a guide. It 
will be up to you (the Buyer or the Seller) to deter- 
mine what a fair price is for you. 

You should start by checking whether the game 
is complete, and note any missing implements (in- 
cluding the directions). Imperfections like split cor- 
ners, tears, water or tape damage to the box should 
be considered. The game’s rarity and desirability 
should be a factor, although this can be mislead- 
ing. One would think that because only a single 
game was made about The Beatles, (THE 
BEATLES “FLIP YOUR WIG” GAME by Milton Bra- 
dley, 1964), and taking into account the popularity 
of Beatles memorabilia, this game would be very 
rare. On the contrary, although desirable, the game 
is reasonably common (because a lot were manu- 
factured) and the price usually reflects this fact. 
The asking price often leads many board games 
to languish on a dealer's shelf because it is not in 
line with the game’s real value in today’s market- 
place. There is a big difference between a game's 
real and its perceived value. 

In addition, age alone does not always deter- 
mine a board game’s value. There are games from 
the early 1900s that are common and undesirable, 
and consequently worth very little. Yet some games 


from the 1970s are valuable because of a factor 
like low distribution, and they happen to become 
desirable. The combination of elements such as 
these sometimes make a game worth a seemingly 
disproportionate amount. 

Once you have decided what is good or bad 
about the game, you (the buyer or seller) can fac- 


tor in all these variables against what a “mint” copy 
of the game can be worth and determine pricing from 
there. The seller should not give the game away, but 
also he should not price it out of the market. Con- 
versely, the buyer should not pay an outrageous price 
(which encourages the seller to continue high pric- 
ing) nor attempt to bargain the price down to a level 
which both parties know is unfair. 

The majority of dealers and collectors with whom 
| have dealt over the years have been fair people. If 
they have not already acknowledged a flaw in a game 
they are selling, they are receptive when one is 
pointed out, and reduce the price accordingly. Most 
dealers will offer some kind of guarantee (especially 
if you are buying games through the mail where esti- 
mates of condition can be diverse) and refund your 
money if you are not satisfied. 

Unfortunately, the following situation has hap- 
pened to me many times and, as the proliferation of 
game price guides increases, will probably happen 
in the future: | approach a seller who has a game for 
sale. | ask how much they want for the game. They 
reach under the table and consult a price guide, pro- 
ceeding to show me what the game is “worth”. | ex- 
plain to them that the top end price quoted in their 
book is for a game in mint condition and that their 
game is missing pieces or has several tears in the 
side panel, and therefore is not in mint condition. | 
even show them the grading chart in the front of the 
guide that affirms what | am saying. 

Nevertheless, they stand firm in their resolve that 
their game is worth the high end price because “the 
book says so.” | suppose the game will remain in their 


inventory until they understand that what “the book” 
says, and what the game’s actual value is, are two 
very different things. 

It takes only one “wild card” to wreck the situa- 
tion. Although | stress that this book is just a guide in 
pricing, and many variables make up a value, if one 
person comes up and says “I'll take it” regardless of 
the price or condition, that price becomes the game’s 
new value. Reality and price guides go right out the 
window. And that’s the game of collecting!

The prices listed for games in this book are ap- 
proximations and are based on the author's personal 
experience. They are formatted from a variety of 
sources including flea markets, swap meets, cata- 
logs, game lists, toy shows and collectible conven- 
tions. There are many different factors that contrib- 
ute to a seller’s asking price (such as condition, scar- 
city or geographic location, etc.) but only one factor 
that determines what a game is worth: what the buyer 
is willing to pay. With that in mind, neither the author 
nor the publisher can be held responsible for any fis- 
cal losses that occur through the use of this book in 
the purchase or sale of games. 


Chapter 1 
Western and Military 


Games associated with the wild west have always 
been popular through the years, but especially prolif- 
erated during the 1950s and 1960s, mainly as a re- 
sult of the media influence of movies and television. 
Although board games based on western personali- 
ties from radio (such as Parker Brother’s THE LONE 
RANGER) had been around since the 1930s, Milton 
Bradley’s THE HOPALONG CASSIDY GAME was 
one of the first board games based on a television 
personality, and others swiftly followed. The Davy 
Crockett craze was in full force during the mid 1950s 
and many westerns came and went. Transogram’s 
THE WILD, WILD WEST GAME was based on the 
show of the same name which crossbred a western 
theme with the spy craze of the 1960s. However, by 
the late 1960s, westerns on television and their game 
counterparts had reached their end and slowly faded 
out, replaced by the myriad other offerings of the elec- 
tronic medium in the 1970s. 

Generic games based on the strategy of war and 
warfare, whether modern conflicts or ancient skir- 
mishes, have consistently plied the imagination of 


young and old alike. Like western games, they have 
been popular for many years. Almost no real war has 
been too repugnant to have a game based upon it 
(with the possible exception of the Vietnam conflict) 
and the games associated with them usually have a 
patriotic fervor about them. Countless games have 
resulted from World War | and especially World War 
Il, but once again it took television to produce the 
shows that resulted in a preponderance of games 
that appeared in the 1960s. Although games like 
Ideal’s COMBAT and Transogram’s McHALE’S NAVY 
were fun, other games existed that were not based 
on popular entertainment and required a lot of stra- 
tegic thought. Games that challenged the imagina- 
tion included Parker Brother's RISK, Milton Bradley’s 
SUMMIT, and Games Research’s DIPLOMACY. 
These games often lasted for hours, if not days, with 
the inevitable goal of world domination through armed 
aggression or stealthy negotiation.

Chapter 2 
Gusiness, Ghook Shelf, and ports 


The idea of games dealing with “business” in the 
traditional sense has been around a long time, and 
here it’s meaning has been stretched to include al- é 
most any type of game whose objective is to amass 
a fortune (or lose a fortune, as in the case of Selchow 
and Richter’s GO FOR BROKE). Games based on 
the stock market have been popular, as well as games 
involving the importing or exporting of goods. But it 
really took Parker Brothers MONOPOLY to set the 
standard for finance games involving buying and sell- 
ing, in this case real estate. Games of business al- 
lowed children and adults alike to earn a make-be- 
lieve fortune that was often denied them in real life. 
Like arm-chair quarterbacks who second guess 
coaches from the safety of their homes, business 
games enabled everyone to prove they were savvy 
enough to play with the big boys. Or, as Transogram’s 
BIG BUSINESS put it, “HOW SMART ARE YOU AT 
BUSINESS? HERE’S $150,000. PROVE IT!” 


Bookshelf games were developed in the 1960s 
and are still being manufactured today. Basically, they 
are a small compact game with a board that folds up 
four ways (rather than in half) and implements that fit 
into a small box. This box then slides into a hard slip- 
cover that has the name of the game and manufac- 
turer printed on the spine, resembling a book. Many 
“volumes” were made, ranging from business games 
to medieval war games. When lined up on a shelf, 
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using tips from the master! 


they resembled a row of books, hence the name 
“bookshelf games”. 3M and Hasbro made the bulk of 
these in the 1960s, but when Avalon Hill took over 
3M they basically became the primary manufacturer 
of this type of game. 

Games emulating sports have been enormously 
popular from the board game’s very beginnings, es- 
pecially when a popular icon of the era endorsed it. 
This section does not pretend to cover all the multi- 
tude of sports related games available, but it will give 
the reader a general overview. In broad terms, games 
associated with a particular player are more valuable. 
Some sports games, like Tudor’s electric series, are 
very common. They were made in many variations 
for so long that all but the very earliest examples are 
virtually valueless, and as such are not included here. 
The same might be said for Cadaco-Ellis’ “FOTO- 
ELECTRIC” series, if it weren’t for their box covers. 
Like most early Cadaco-Ellis games, they were often 
quite beautiful. Even so, there are just too many of 
the “FOTO-ELECTRIC” games around to command 
much value.

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MONOPOLY, based on an older board game 
called THE LANDLORD’S GAME by Elizabeth Magie- 
Phillips, was developed and brought to Parker Broth- 
ers by Charles Darrow in 1934. Parker Brothers re- 
jected the game, citing “52 fundamental errors” which 
included the potentially long length of the game (as 
opposed to ending at a specific time) and that the 
general public would not easily understand the real 
estate and rental concept. Charles Darrow believed 
otherwise and continued to market the game himself 
until Parker Brothers saw the error of their ways and 
bought the game outright in 1935, giving Darrow roy- 
alties on all games sold. Charles Darrow soon be- 
came a millionaire and retired at the age of forty-six. 

To secure patents and copyrights, Parker Broth- 
ers also bought, developed and published FINANCE 
(created by Knapp Electric and influenced by THE 
LANDLORD’S GAME), FORTUNE, FINANCE AND 
FORTUNE, THE LANDLORD’S GAME (Magie- 
Phillips’) and issued a patent to competitor Milton 
Bradley for a game called EASY MONEY. Transogram 
got into the act with a board game called BIG BUSI- 
NESS. All of these games were marketed around the 
same time and were similar to MONOPOLY, but they 
all owed a debt to the THE LANDLORD’S GAME. 
MONOPOLY has outlasted them all, and with good 
reason. 

The lure of MONOPOLY is universal, as evi- 
denced by the many different languages in which it 
is published. Almost everyone wants to be rich and 
powerful, and the game enables anyone to achieve 
this goal. Although the objective of driving your op- 
ponents into bankruptcy may seem a bit harsh at first 
glance, remember it’s all part of the fun. 

The docile clerk can become the merciless hotel 
financier, snatching bankrupt properties from howl- 
ing foes; or trusting little Timmy becomes the savvy 
holdout, knowing you only need his READING RAIL- 
ROAD to complete your takeover of the railways. 
Anyone anywhere can play, and everyone has their 
own strategy. Many people also have their own ver-

sion of the rules which, although not appearing in 
the official transcripts, are nonetheless inviolable. 

There were Popular Editions, Standard Editions, 
Library Editions, Gold Editions...even a De Luxe Edi- 
tion that sold for $25.00 in the 1930s and included 
items like metal money and large tokens with a gold 
finish. A Stock Exchange addendum was offered in 
1936 that converted the Free Parking space on the 
board into the “Stock Exchange.” Early Community 
Chest cards read “We're off the Gold Standard - col- 
lect $50" and have long since changed. During the 
rationing of World War II, a cardboard insert was in- 
cluded that explained that cellophane would no longer 
be used to wrap the implements of the game. There 
have been wood pieces, composition pieces, metal 
pieces and in Charles Darrow’s original game, no 
pieces. You were supposed to supply your own. There 
have been sets made out of chocolate and sets made 
out of gold. But perhaps no set is as precious as the 
family game that is handed down to you. 

Strangely, other than the original Charles Darrow 
games or the Wanamaker Department Store sets or 
the inaugural 1935 Parker Brothers sets, there is little 
collector interest in old MONOPOLY games. This is 
probably because literally millions of sets were pro- 
duced with very little variation. However, if you look 
closely, it is possible to see interesting changes that 
delineate one edition from another through the years. 
Additionally, in recent times, a host of different games 
have been spun off from the original MONOPOLY 
game, which continues to be enormously success- 
ful. 

All in all, the fame of MONOPOLY has spread 
through out the world, sowing a little bit of capitalism 
and fantasy wherever it goes. No matter in what part 
of the world the game is played, everyone dreads 
picking up a card that reads “GO DIRECTLY TO JAIL. 
DO NOT PASS GO. DO NOT COLLECT $200”. Rest 
assured, though, it could be worse. You might land 
on BOARDWALK...with a hotel on it!

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Chapter 4 
‘General 


General games could best be described as “ev- 
eryday” games, and constitute everything that does 
not really pertain to a specific theme. Although a case 
could be made for dividing general games into sub- 
categories (i.e. “plastic games” or “marble games’) it 
would be pointless to do so. 

This section includes such classics as Milton 
Bradley’s CHUTES AND LADDERS and Parker 
Brothers’ SORRY. There are popular card and dice 
games here, such as Parker Brothers’ PIT and E.S. 
Lowe’s YAHTZEE, as well as many large plastic 
games by Ideal, like TIP-IT and KA-BOOM! 


The illustrations on game boxes often succeed 
as art in their own right, as in Hasbro’s MENTOR or 
Milton Bradley's INTRIGUE. Whatever artistic ele- 
ments attracted our attention years ago, attract us 
still. 

To many board game collectors, the playability of 
a game is not important. The subtle aesthetics of a 
game, coupled with the nostalgia factor inherent 
within the collector themselves, will generally be the 
dominant elements in the desirability of a game, and 
determine how much a collector will pay.

Chapter 5 


W.H. Schaper 


W. H. Schaper was a Minneapolis mailman who 
liked to whittle fishing lures as he walked along his 
route. One day, while designing a new type of bait, 
he drew several legs and a head on the “creature” he 
had drawn. The Cootie was born. 

Actually, the Cootie was born much earlier. World 
War One Doughboys found themselves in trenches 
infested with lice, and named the pesky insects “coo- 
ties.” Early paper and pencil games evolved from the 
idea of the imaginary bug, and in 1939 Transogram 
printed a game called COOTIE “based on the old fa- 
vorite” in which players tried to place bits of wood 
parts onto a drawing of a two dimensional body. But 
in 1948, encouraged by friends who liked the little 
bug “Herb” Schaper had created, he took his total 
savings of $75.00 and set up shop in his already 
crowded basement. He then created the plastic bug 
that kids loved to take apart. Although it started as a 
toy, by 1949 the plastic Cootie evolved into a game, 
and Herb's net capital had soared to $1,400.00. By 
1950 he had sold more than 1,200,000 COOTIE 
games and had added several more kinds of games 
to his repertoire. The Cootie empire was established. 

Herb Schaper’s ability to sense which games 
would be a hit was always on target. He developed 
STADIUM CHECKERS from an idea a man dreamed 
up while sitting in a football stadium, and SKUNK was 
developed from an older game. A notable lapse in 
judgement occurred when he turned down a word 
game he was offered in 1953. That game was 
SCRABBLE. 

From an interview in 1976, William Garrity, 
Schaper Manufacturing’s president, said “Schaper 
stumbled into a marketing situation created bya 
vacuum in the industry at the time. For a long while 
toys were considered to be for children who lacked 
minimal reading skills. The prevailing theory of the 


time stated that kids weren’t supposed to start play- 
ing with games until they were six or seven. The game 
of COOTIE bridged that gap because it was a game 
for kids aged three to five, required very little expla- 
nation and could be piayed with members of their 
peer group. Parents reacted positively because they 
were beginning to become conscious of the need for 
introducing younger children to the social disciplines, 
such as sharing or taking turns. COOTIE happened 
at the right time to bridge the gap. COOTIE sold for 
more than twenty years without any changes to the 
product, and the only changes made (a slightly more 
modern face and larger parts) occurred because the 
original dies were wearing out and had to be replaced 
anyway.” 

The lure of COOTIE and TICKLE BEE, TUMBLE 
BUG and STADIUM CHECKERS is in their use of 
plastics. Their very design harkens back to a more - 
innocent time when the properties of plastics materi- 
als were just being discovered. Crude yet colorful, 
they succeeded in being more than just a game; they 
were fun toys, too. 

While most collectors have little interest in 
Schaper games, | find them aesthetically very pleas- 
ing. Something nostalgic is in their minimalist pack- . 
aging designs of crew-cut boys or pig-tailed girls. The 
shiny plastic bespeaks a simpler time when America 
was more innocent. Every Schaper game was even 
“Sanitary Wrapped,” whatever that meant. 

Schaper coritinued to design toys and games, and 
the company went public in 1961. In 1965, Schaper 
purchased the St. Croix Corporation, and Schaper 
itself was bought by Kusan in 1971. In 1976, this en- 
tity acquired Cosom, and in 1986 the Schaper Com- 
pany was purchased by Tyco Toys. W. H. Schaper 
died in September, 1980. :

Chapter 6 


Gntertainment 


In creating the all encompassing category “en- 
tertainment,” games that have some link with televi- 
sion, movies or any other media influence have been 
included. In most cases there were not enough ex- 
amples to sustain a separate chapter for each (un- 
like western and military games) or they were not of 
an unusual enough nature (as are bookshelf games) 
to justify an entire category. There are a few subcat- 
egories that warrant a mention. 

Games involving monsters became popular in the 
1960s due to the popularity of Aurora’s monster mod- 
els, which were in turn inspired by Universal Studios’ 
monster movies of the 1930s and 1940s which were 
being dumped into television as this new medium’s 
voracious need for products developed. Other games 
relating to monsters or scary stuff also have been 
included to keep the theme going. 

Walt Disney’s Mickey Mouse and friends have

generated an enormous amount of merchandise over 
the years, including many games, a few of which are 
represented here. 

Cartoons, in the form of animated characters cre- 
ated for television or movies, and characters from 
comic books and comic strips have been included in 
this category, many coming from well -established 
lineages extending from the 1930s and beyond. The 
1960s in particular introduced a host of memorable 
cartoon characters, many created by the animation 
studio of Hanna-Barbera. 

Board games based on game shows are here, 
as well as drama, comedy or adventure shows. Some 
games based on outer space themes were popular 
in the 1950s and 1960s, so they and their resulting 
milieu are displayed.
